“Comm ander Fiske of the U.S, Navy, in 
tho-eourse of & vecently:publishod lecture, 
holds that’ tatHenbips aro-mvre powerful 
than, ntmies,” In fact, ho writes, it nay 
enfely_ bo “stated that, while cthie main, 
pringiples of strategy apply ‘to ‘military 
operations on Iwind and goa, ti a conditions 
which govern tactics on both the lund and 
the sea aro ijore apparent hy their alsenee 
than hy theirprosence, On land an army of 
100,000 infantry curries 100,000 rifles. If 
thess 100,009 rifles_vere all fired simul- 
taneously tho combined energy of the 
Bullets at the muzzle would he oqual to 
only 7 per cent, “tore thin the unergy of 
two 12-inch guns in one battleship, and if 
the total energy of thase 100,000 men 
could be concentrated it would not be 
moro than °25,000 horso-power. The 
100,000 men would weigh about 7,200 
tons, about half the weight of one lure 
battleship, 

But the five of 100,100 men cannot ho 
concentrated, and neither can their energy 
in horse-power, nor, their weights Further. 
more, the energy of the bullets falls to 
zoro at‘ about 4,000 yards away. So the 
statement would he correct that a battle- 
ship has more.etfective power, by fur, than 
100,000 infantry. As to defensive power, 
an army hns almost none, wherens é battle- 
ship has armour which gives ita defensive 
power on a por with its offensive power, 
Thorefore we are warranted in saying that, 
by reason of its inherent design, a battle- 
ship iva much more powerful thing than 
an army of 100,000 infantry, This dovs not 
mean that w battleship could do on Innd 
what 100,000 infantry can; but it does 
mean that, on its clement, thee sea, it iz 
wu more powerful thing than an army of 
100,000 infantry is on its element, the 
land. p Furthermore 100,000 men cannot 
march 240 miles a day; but. a battleship 
can go 240 miles a day with ease, 

In this comparison no inclusion has been 


‘| made, thus far, of the artillery and cavulry 


of an army, and it is evident that o fair 
comparison between the powers of an army 
and a ship would not be possible without 
considering the army's artillery 
cavalry. Let it be supposed, then, that 
the infantry of 100,000 men is accompanied 
hy urtillery in the ratio of 5 guns to every 
1,00) men, that is 600 guns; and, say, 
17,000 cavalry, & not unusual proportion. 
The power of the 600 guns, each throwing, 
say, 4 14-pound shell, wonld aggregate, if 
fired simultancously, and concentrated on 

a near target, the firo of cight 12-inch guns ; 
and the cavalry of ‘17,000 could fire, if 
dismounted, 17,000 rifles, leks in energy 
than five 5-inch’guns;. and the energy 
of the 17,000 homes, if conceutrated, would 
ho equal to 17,000 horse-power. 

Now, tho 600 guns would need at least 
6,000 mon besides horses, So the army 
would number. 100,000 infantry, at least 
6,000 artillery with 500 guns, and. 17,000 
owalry ; at lenst 123,000 men; and their 
fire at the muzzle would equal ouly sbout 
ten 12-inch guns and five 5-inch guns, 
Such an army is commanded by n general ; 
the ship will be commanded by 1 captain. 

No mention is here mado of caast 
artillery, and for two reasons, One reason 
is that the coast artillery docs not 
accompany an army, and the other is -that 
whilo in sonic countrics tho coast artillery 
is part of the army, in others it is part of 
the navy; ond in other countries, like 
France, part is under the army and part 
under the navy, ‘Therefore const artillery 
eannot be considered as belonging toan 
army tather than to a navy.

The managing of an army eonsixt$in a 
constant arranging ind rearranging of 
thousands of little units, spread out over 
many miles, in tho endeavour to concen- 
trate power, at.one place or another, where 
it, may be needed. But in a battleship, 
concentration has already been effected. 
Tho greatest example of concentrated power 
in all the world is a battleship. 

It is because of the comparative inoffec- 
tiveness of armies that the operations of 
armies last so “much longer than the 
foperntions of fveta, If the energy of two 
armies could be concentrated in two units, 
each unit the size of a fleet, a war could be 
aécided hy one battle, Insting ane hour, 
The proof of this is at hand in the war 
between Russix and Japan; the armies 
fought for many months, without decisive 
issue; and the issue was decided by the 
naval battle, of the Sea of Japan in Jess

As a fact few Scots 
know fa St. Andrew is the patron 
saint of their country until they—have 
left their country—which most. seem to 
do. In Scotland St. Andrew's Day is, 
like the kiit and the haggis, seldom or 
never heard of, but when the: Scot 
enters a foreign land he discovers that 
he has a Saint, that kits are worn, and 
that there is such a thing as haggis. 
Generally bo primérily murmurs “ what 
in thunder is haggis?” but in the 
ultimate he eats the coneéction and the 
sheep's head with its “feck o’ fine 
promiscuous feedin'" with exceeding 
gusto, as, in fact, “unto the manner 
born.” And yet that self-same betar- 
taned “ Scot” Jknoweth not the history of 
St. Andrew: Readers. of the Bible 
know, of course, that St. Andrew was 
the son of Jonas, a fisherman of Beth- 
saida, in Galilee, and was the brother of 
Simon Peter. There is no need to here 
trace St. Andrew through his life as 
depicted in the Scriptures. Suffic® it 
to.say that whilst on a Mission in 
Asiatic ond European Scythia be 
wns, at the city of Patra, about 70 
AD., seized by the Roman pro 
consul, scourged and thei grucitied- 
The latter’ punishment he underwent 
in a peculiar manner, being fastened by 
cords, instead of nails, to the cross, to 
‘produce a lingering death by hunger 
and thirst; whilst the ‘instrument of 
punishment itself, instead of being 
T-shaped, was in the form of an X, 
or what is termed'a cross decussate. A 
Christian lady of tank, named Moximela’ 
caused the body of St. Andrew tobe 
embalmed and honourably interred; and 
in the earlier part of the fourth century 
it was removed by the Emperor Constan- 
tine to Byzantium, or Constantinople, 
fhere itwasdepositédin aChurch erected 
in honour of the Twelve Apostles. About 
thirty-years after the death of Constan- 
tine, in 368 4.., 2 pious Greck monk, 
Regulus, or Rule, conveyed the remains 
of St. Andrew to Séotland, and thera 
deposited them'on ‘the Eastern coast -of 
Fife, where he built « church, and where 
afterwards arose the-re renowned. city and 
cathedral of | St. Andrew.

Tt was at Cardiff that the King announc- 
ed his intention of creating o decoration 
for heroic minora. 


A recont “Gazette” contains the formal : 


announcoment of the crention of the 
decoration, dated July 13, the day of the 
Cardiff speech. The warrant’ provides 2a, 
follows i 

Firstly.—It is ordained that tho medal 
shull bo of two classes, which shall be 
designated und styled, “The Edward Medal 
of the First Olnss" snd ‘The Edward 
Medal of the Second Class.” 

Secondly.—It is ordained that the Ed- 
ward Modal of the Firat Class shall consist 
of a circular medal of silver with our oftigy 
on the obverse, and on the reverse a desiva 
representing the rescue of a minor, with 
tho inscription "For Courage.” 


Thirdly.: It is ordained that the Ed. 
ward Medal of the Second Class shall con- 
sist. of a circular medal of bronze of a 
similar design. . * 

Fourthly.—It is ordained that the 
medals shall only be awarded to those of 
our faithful subjects and others who, in 
saving or endeavouring to save the lives of 
others from porila in mines and quarries 
within our dominions and in territories 
undor our protection or jurisdiction, have 
ondangered their own lives, and that guch 
award shall bo made only on a recommenda 
tion to us by our Principal Secretary of 
State for tho Home Department. 

Fifthly, Ibis ordained that the names 
of thosa upon whom we may bo pleased to 
confer either of theso decvrations shall bo- 
published in the “London Gazetto,” and 
that a register thereof shall be keptin tho 
office of our Principal Secretary of State 
for the Home Dopirtment.
